A fighting five, despite a lack of height, per- 
formed very capably this past season. 1 he 
team possessed an overall record of 11-7. 

The main achievement of Portage this year 
was the tying of East Gary for the Calumet 
Conference lead. Each team finished with a 
7-2 record. The Indians scored victories over 
Dyer, W irt, Merrillville, Gary Edison, Hobart. 
Crown Point, and Lowell, losing only to Grif- 
fith and East Gary. Portage is the only Porter 
County school in this tough conference and the 
team deserves much credit for its fine showing. 

Portage started the season in great fashion 
by winning easy victories over Hebron and 
Boone Grove. However, we lost to a tough 
Valparaiso quintet for the first time in five 
years. The Indians came back to victimize 
W irt but lost a close game to Chesterton two 
nights later. Back at home Coach Taylor’s boys 
chalked up their third and fourth conference 
victories by hanging defeats on Merrillville and 
Gary Edison. 

Then came the disastrous Holiday Tourney 
at Valparaiso. The Indians lost twice on the 


same day : to Valpo in the afternoon and to 
Hobart in the evening consolation match. They 
took their revenge, however, the next week by 
whipping that same Hobart five for their fifth 
straight Conference victory. At Wheeler, Coach 
Taylor nearly met with defeat to his home 
town. The Indians waited until the game was 
actually over before sinking a pair of free 
throws to win.
